morning. On that occasion the raiders 
Came away empty handed. They cap- 
tured not a single chip, they found two 
men reading newspapers; in fact there 
Was nothing in the bungalow to indicate 
that it was the luxuriously furnished 
Sambling palace that it was alleged to 
be, by those who gave the information 
against it. 

This morning, however, the raiders, a 
different set from those who sallied forth 
a week ago, found the place in full opera- 
tion, and the gambling paraphernalia 
which was captured, and later carted to 
Police Headquarters in Freeport, is esti- 
mated to be worth $20,000 or more. 

No arrests were made this morning, 
Since Clarence Fellowes, Jr., and Tom 
Nelligan, the reputed proprietors, who 
were found in the place last Sunday, 
Were then arrested, 

There was practically. no evidence 
&égainst Fellowes and. Nelligan, and the 
impresion arourd Hewlett was that their 
legul embarrassment would be short-lived. 
The raid last week was made by County 
Detective George Tydeman of Nassau 
County and two deputies, and the reason 
they found the place barren and practi- 
cally deserted was, according to those 
who made the successful raid this morn- 
ing, because the place had been “ tipped 
off two hours before the raid took place.”

Barnvum’s lightning calculator, a con- 
temporary of Gen. Tom TaumB, LAVINIA

It is a 
common idea that 4 successful financier 
must have a fine head for figures. One 
could -picture  Hurcnines running 
through a set of books at his lightning 
speed and finding the crooked entry in 
the twinkling of an eye. But he never 
did anything so useful, unless, indeed, 
+to provide wholesome amusement to 
the simple mind. is as useful work as 
any the best of us can do. Hurchines 
was an “Uncle Tommer,” briefly, in 
his young manhood, and then Barnum 
discovered his: gift and employed him 
for six years.

“THE JUDICIAL VETO.” 

Mr. uwrson StrixncHam, in @ recent 
letter to Tur Trmms, takes the Dull by 
the horns. If a Legislature and the 
Executive pass an act, thereby imply- 
ing that, in their opinion, it istonstttu- 
tional, “ we should not tolerate the un- 
doing of their work by five-out of nine 
well-meaning but middle-aged or aged 
lawyers.” 

That is also Mr. Roosrvzrr’s view. 
To be sure, the ex-President has not 
sought to justify it, as Mr. SrrincHam 
does, by reference to' the fact that 
Switzerland and the German Empire, 
both with written Constitutions, do not 
subject the acts of their Legislatures to 
judicial review. But neither does Mr. 
STRINGHAM, who quotes this distinction 
as pointed out by Prof. McILwatn and 
Judge THargrR, rest content with their 
assumption that, whatever the practice 
in other lands, it is>the “power or 
duty” of the American courts to deter- 
mine whether a legislative act infringes 
the supreme law. In MARBURY vs. 
Mapison, the case in which Chief Jus- 
tice MansHau. defined this “ power or 
duty,” he declared that suits must be 
submitted to the test of the statute and 
of constitutional law. But suppose 
these actually conflict, and in terms 
contradict each other: i 

If a law be in opposition to the Con- 
stitution; if both the law and the Con- 

stitution apply to a particular case, 50 

that the court must either decide that 

case conformably to the law, disre- 
garding ‘the Constitution; or conform-~ 


ably to. the Constitution, disregarding 
the law; the ‘court must determine 


which of these oonflicting rules 

governs the case, This is of the very 

essence of judicial duty. 

Without observance of this essential 
judicial duty, what power could pre- 
vent Congress and the Executive from 
repealing the very provisions of the 
Constitution that set a limit upon their 
activities?

Moreover, if it be true that industrial 
seience is as yet incapable of making a 
rail that’is certainly witHout con¢ealed 
cavities or imperceptible points of ex- 
cessive hardness, there is no: reason. for 
assuming that never will these defects be 
conquered Or an effective method of dis- 
seovering them found. 

Science is not infallible, and its powers 
are limited, but even though a perfect 
rail cannot be made, it is not credible 
that defects are beyond detection.

The Demo- 
crats want the Republicans to indorse 
the Democratic nominee for one of the 
Justices to be elected, but this is not 
probable, from the present outlook. Jus~-. 
tice Williams is within one year of the 
retirement age limit, so the chances are 
that he will not be renominated. 

At present Oswego is the only county 
which has no representation on the bench 
in that district. Jefferson has two and 
Onondaga’ three, the others one each, 
Therefore Oswego is making strenuous 
efforts to secure one of the new Justices, 
As a result the factions of the Republi. 
can Party in Oswego are at odds, each 
claiming the majority of the — 
to the County Convention, which meets 
next Tuesday, by which the delegates to 
the Judicial Convention will be named. 
The regulars feel certain that the con- 
vention will name delegates favorable to 
the candidacy of Udelle Bartlett of Os- 
Wego, while the independent Republican 
faction hopes to have delegates favorable 
to Irving H. Hubbs of Pulaski. 

Justice Williams and the late Justice 
Rogers both lived in Watertown, so Jef- 
ferson will lay claim to at-least one of the 
nominations, and the Republicans are 
urging County Judge Edgar C. Emerson 
of Watertown for the place.

Law Lets In the Old System. 


Common Pleas Judges all over New 
Jersey are taking the first. steps toward 
filing the vacancies for civil service 
election officials in their respective 
counties as provided for by Gov. Wilson's 
election reform law of last Winter. 

Mr. Wilson planned, through his ela- 
borate election law, to break the grip 
of the local bosses in the State's election 
machinery. Through their County Com- 
mittee they had boen able to fill all the 
election boards With men of their, own 
choosing. To dissociate the élection 
officials from the bosses the Governor's 
law reqvires that only those found 
eligible’ at civil sérvice éxaminations, 
shall be permitted to officiate in the 
election places. If there were not enough 
candidates to man the booths, the Com- 
mon Pleas Judges were empowered to 
* the vacancies. 

In Hudson, Sussex, Bergen, and Mercer 
ceunties in the north part of the State, 
and in two or three of the counties in 
Sctth Jersey, the Comon Pleas Ju
